President Says Rebels Not Able To Restore Peace

[FBIS Translated Text] Bujumbura, 2 Oct (ABP) — Bu- 
rundian president Sylvestre Ntibantunganya on Sunday 
[1 October] issued a message to the nation on the occa- 
sion of the first anniversary of his inaugurations as the 
Burundian head of state. 


The Burundian head of state hailed the implementation, 
albeit hesitant, of the government convention and the 
setting up of institutions such as the territorial adminis- 
tration, the diplomatic service, the central administration 
and the criminal courts to fight insecurity and impunity. 


He announced the imminent arrival of an international 
judicial commission of inquiry which would determine 
who assassinated President Melchior Ndadaye and his 
close associates during the failed coup attempt of 21 
October 1993, and would establish who was responsible 
for the massacres that ensued. 


On security, President Ntibantunganya pointed out that 
neither Leonard Nyangoma, a dissident of his (president 
Ntibantunganya’s) party and his armed groups, nor Jean- 
Baptiste Baganza’s Parena [National Recovery Party] 
and his Sans Echec and Sans Defaite militias would be 
able to restore peace and security in the country. What 
would do so was the policy of coexistence, respect for 
other citizens’ lives, and national reconciliation. 


He urged Burundian politicians to avoid double talk 
out of respect for the commitments contained in the 
government convention of 1 October, 1993. 


Three Killed by Security Forces 28 Sep

sailants armed with guns and grenades were killed by 
the security forces on Thursday night [28 September] 
while they were attacking the people of Nkanda Hill, 
Bweru-Kayongozi zone, Ruyigi province [eastern Bu- 
rundi], the zone’s commando detachment commander 
and civilian chief told ABP. 


Eyewitnesses in the area said that the assailants, who 
were led by one Protais Bigirimana, targeted the Tutsi 
population and those local Hutus who refused to give 
them material, physical, and financial contributions and, 
of course, people who did not share their ideology. 


Protais Bigirimana had teamed up with a group from 
Karuzi province, almost in central Burundi, and was

colluding with some of the local people and the Ruvubu 
river rowers. 


The group, according to local witnesses, had already 
attacked sever: hills in Ruyigi province and killed 24 
people, six cows, and 23 goats on six different hills. 
They had also stolen 6,500,000 Burundian francs — 
about 64,000 dollars — in three areas in Bweru zone. 


Two Priests, 1 Layman Killed in South

Demonstrating Workers Demand Salary Arrears

take to the streets in the Central African Republic 
[CAR] today to demand payment of salary arrears owed 
them by the government. The main trade union in the 
CAR called a series of rallies across the country to back 
their demands. Our correspondent, Joseph Bonamse, 
watched the rally in the capital, Bangui, and he telexed 
this report: 


The big rally started here at 8 o’clock this morning 
and was finished by mid-day with at least 5,000 peo- 
ple taking part in the 20-km march. The demonstration 
was organized by the USTC [Confederation of Central 
African Workers Union] trade union. Its membership 
includes many opponents of the government of Presi- 
dent Patasse. The protesters were directed to the Place 
de la Republique where the USTC chairman, Mr. Sonny 
Kolle, delivered a message to the president. Mr. Kolle 
denounced the discriminatory measures faced by mem- 
bers of his trade union, claiming that some USTC work- 
ers had been fired from positions of high office for po- 
litical and tribal reasons. He urged the government to 
put an end to such discrimination. He went on to request 
the immediate payment of two years of salary arrears 
and warned that any attempt to turn down their demands 
would trigger further protests. However, the nature of 
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any action was unspecified. Mr. Kolle also demanded an 
increase in the salaries of civil servants in order to cope 
with the effects of the devaluation of the CFA [African 
Financial Community] franc. Wages in the CAR have 
been frozen since 1986. 


Today’s march reflects growing anger in the country 
among government workers at the nonpayment of ar- 
rears while prices in the markets continue to rise. De- 
spite the extensive deployment of security forces, the 
march appeared to pass off peacefully.

Refugees Continue To Return From Burundi

Lt. Tati da Costa’s accusations do not need any con- 
firmation; the investigations being conducted on him 
are a machination of the government to postpone find- 
ing solutions to the main problems facing the country 
and the implementation of the 22 August memorandum

He said many African countries have 
continued to suffer because of perpetuated tribalism, and 
urged Kenyans to remain united to ensure that the nation 
did not disintegrate. He further said that Kenyans should 
learn from some of the war-torn countries in the region 
and appreciate the importance of maintaining peace. 


The president criticized some Kenyans who, while 
outside the country, abuse their motherland, and added 
that such people should learn from Nigerians who do 
not utter bad derogatory things about their country. 
President Moi pointed out that once chaos erupted in 
the country all would be affected, irrespective of their 
Status in life. 


He once again called on Nairobians to cooperate with 
the police and administration so as to wipe out crime in 
the city and make it a comfortable place to live in for

Statement Calls For Resistance Against Aidid

The statement said that the elders of Digil and Mirifle 
had tried to persuade Aidid to withdraw his army from 
Baidoa and to return looted property, but Aidid insisted 
that he would only return looted property when his 
authority was recognized by Digil and Mirifle. 


The statement said that the people of Digil and Mirifle 
loved peace and good-neighborliness and therefore 
could not support the invaders. It said that if Aidid failed 
to withdraw his army from Baidoa, they would take the 
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necessary action. The statement reminded the people 
that Aidid knew Digil and Mirifle as an area and not 
as people. The best proof of this was a book written by 
Aidid in which he said that Digil and Mirifle could not 
rule but could be easily ruled. This is what Aidid thinks 
about Digil and Mirifle. 


The statement called on the citizens of Digil and Mirifle 
to tighten their belts and defend their land against the 
invading bandits. The statement warned Libya against 
fanning the flames of violence in Somalia. The statement 
urged the forces for peace in Digil and Mirifle to strive 
to protect the lives and property of other communities 
when dealing with the bandit group. The statement 
issued a final warning to individuals who were involved 
in conspiracies against Digil and Mirifle and said that 
unless they stopped what they were doing, they would 
be dealt with accordingly. 


The statement thanked the SSA [Somali Salvation 
Alliance] and the USC-SNA [United Somali Congress - 
Somali National Alliance] for their appropriate response 
to Aidid’s invasion of Baidoa. The statement appealed 
to the SSA and the USC-SNA to take part in military 
action against Aidid, military action fo which the two 
alliances have already called.

[FBIS Transcribed Excerpt] Washington — Military 
relations between the United States and South Africa 
[SA] are rapidly normalising and a formal defence 
agreement could be signed soon, SA Defence Secretary 
Pierre Steyn said here last week. 


Steyn, the highest ranking defence official to visit the 
US since sanctions, is studying civilian control of the 
military to apply the lessons in SA where the principle 
has only recently been implemented. 


His visit is one of several instances of expanding 
contact between the two military forces which were 
frozen during sanctions and have taken a while to thaw.

Asked to describe military relations at a press briefing 
at the SA embassy here, Steyn said: "The courtship is 
going very well — we're not engaged yet and we’re not 
married but we’re dancing very closely. I’m sure there 
might be an engagernent announcement soon." 


He explained the contacts were working toward a formal 
defence agreement to be signed by both presidents. 


Steyn said his trip had created many opportunities to 
work more closely with the Americans. 


The long-running Armscor [Armaments Corporation of 
South Africa]/Denel case has been seen as complicating 
military relations between the US and the new SA — 
especially the arms trade — and the case sti!l shows no 
signs of early resolution. 


But it seems the two militaries have decided to bypass 
the obstacle. Recent changes in SA removing Armscor’s 
power to authorise arms exports seem to have helped 
this process and led, for instance, to the RSD Dorbyl 
deal. 


Officials on both sides have shown there are about 860 
SA companies involved in the arms business which are 
not related to Armscor and are therefore free to trade 
with the US.

"Restoration of our autonomous Kingdom of KwaZulu- 
Natal can no longer wait because within our autonomy 
and our power to rule ourselves as a nation is our only 
possibility of securing peace, welfare and prosperity of 
all our people," Buthelezi told a Shaka commemorative 
rally at Mandeni. 


Buthelezi’s stance has put him on a collision course 
with President Mandela, the ANC and the central 
Government. The IFP’s hard line will put pressure on 
the Government of National Unity in which it serves, 
already showing strains as evidenced by the weekend 
clash between the other two partners’ leaders, Mandela 
and Deputy President FW de Klerk. 


His stance echoed that of the IFP national council which 
met in Ulundi at the weekend. It decided on moves that 
will add to suspicions, especially within the ANC, that 
Buthelezi has embarked on a long-term strategy to lead 
KwaZulu/Natal to autonomy and even secession. 


The national council called on the IFP in the provincial 
legislature to prepare draft legislation to allow an 
election on the basis of a voters roll, a provision not 
contained in national electoral legislation. 


The council also mandated the party to propose Bills 
to make funds available for a poll, to adopt a new flag 
name and coat of arms for the province and to re-enact 
the Ingon, 1ma [King’s] Trust Act in terms of which 
the former government turned over huge tracts of tribal 
land to the provincia! authorities. 


The council said it was giving other parties in the legis- 
lature until December 31 tc back the IFP’s constitutional 
principles or face a poll "when the IFP judges it wise 
and prudent to call for such an election". 


The constitution allows for a provincial legislature to 
call for early elections before 1999 in the event of a vote 
of no confidence in the executive or after the adoption 
of a provincial constitution. The Electoral Act does not 
provide for elections using a voters roll. 


Buthelezi told the rally that KwaZulu/Natal should 
"develop its own internal structures in autonomy, to 
administer ourselves on the basis of self-rule and self- 
determination. We believe that through our self-rule, 
our kingdom will be able to provide a very important 
contribution to freedom and democracy in the whole of 
South Africa." 


Buthelezi claimed that "central Government is so bound 
to destroy our kingdom, which is based on the strength 
and ability of our amakhosi [chiefs], that it is willing to 
destroy traditional leaders all over South Africa. 
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"The central Government is bent upon transforming 
traditional leaders into mere ceremonial figures," he 
said. "I am deeply aware of the fact that between where 
we are now and the time of our final liberation victory 
there is a very difficult road ahead, filled with misery 
and personal sacrifices." 


The national council, which had called for all parties to 
accept a set of hardline IFP constitutional proposals to 
avoid an early provincial election, said the proposals 
were being withdrawn. Instead, a private members 
motion would be tabled that requir:s a simple majority 
instead of the two-thirds needed for the constitutional 
proposals. Observers believe the council’s choice of 
the simple majority route could signify the rise of an 
emerging hardline tendency within the party. 


IFP Units Reportedly Training in Game Reserves

under the control of the KwaZulu Department of Nature 
Conservation (KDNC) are being used to train members 
of the Inkatha Freedom Party’s [IFP] self-protection 
units (SPUs), accord, z to a report by the Network of 
Independent Monitors (NIM). 


The Durban-based violence monitoring organisation has 
alleged the Port Durnford forest reserve on the Natal 
north coast is being used for "48-hour flash training" 
and it appears the conservationists are unable to stop 
these operations because they happen so quickly. 


Those taking part in the “flash training” are bussed into 
the forest and subjected to two days of intensive train- 
ing before the camps are dismantied and the trainees 
dispersed. This makes it extremely difficult to trace the 
camps and prove that training has taken place in the 
area, NIM monitors said in an interview this week. 


The police are also concerned about reports that military 
training was taking place at the Mlamba reserve near the 
Natal Parks Board's Umfolozi Game Reserve. A team of 
investigators from the police Crime Intelligence Service 
recently visited officials of the KwaZulu conservation 
department as part of an investigation into reports that 
ongoing training was taking place at Mlaba. 


KDNC executive director Nick Steele admitted that his 
department had been forced to hand over the Mlaba 
camp in 1994 so that it could be used for housing SPUs, 
but insisted that paramilitary activity was no longer 
taking place there. 
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Last year, a team of investigators linked to the Gold- 
stone Commission raided the Mlaba camp and confis- 
cated weapons found in the car of SPU commander 
Phillip Powell, now an IFP senator in Cape Town. 


Steele told the MAIL & GUARDIAN that the SPU 
vacated the conservation camp after the raid and it 
was then returned to the jurisdiction of his organisation. 
"However, I am not happy about the association that the 
place has and I have ordered the base to be demolished,” 
said Steele. 


"I would be very surprised if our territory has being used 
for this kind of thing. Not only do I have no knowledge 
of training, but we have a strong policy that we will 
not allow it to happen on our reserves. i have no [bad] 
conscience whatsoever and I would be wiling to say this 
to a commission of inquiry." 


Steele confirmed, however, that police had visited his 
offices to investigate reports that clandestine training 
was continuing at the Mlaba camp after the official 
departure of the SPU. 


The Mkuze camp that was used as a training base for 
inkatha’s most notorious paramilitary unit, the "Caprivi 
200," is also administered by the KwaZulu conservation 
department — but Steele says his staff were not heavily 
involved in the area at the time military activities took 
place there, and have only recently been given full 
jurisdiction over it. 


Senior Intelligence Official Found Dead

Pan Africanist Congress [PAC] general secretary 
Maxwell Nemadzivhanani however said the circum- 
stances surrounding Mdluli’s death were "suspicious" 
and unclear. Mdluli was a former commander of the 
PAC’s Azanian Peoples Liberation Army [APLA]. 


Nemadzivhanani said many things did not add up, 
including that Mdluli was still wearing his seat belt and 
that front doors were unlocked but not the back doors 
despite the car having central locking. 


Mdluli was last seen by his wife on Sunday morning 
when he dropped her off at church in Pretoria. He 
apparently told his wife he was going to Swaziland, 
Nemadzivhanani said.

Pretoria police spokeswoman Rolene van der Merwe 
said the flying squad found Mdluli’s body in his car at 
the Botanical Gardens in Silverton at about 8am after 
someone drove past and reported the car. 


He had been shot dead with a 9mm pistol. Police 
recovered a licensed 9mm pistol registered tn Mdluli’s 
name in the car. 


A senior member of the PAC’s intelligence structure, 
Mdluli, 30, became APLA’s military attache in Zim- 
babwe in 1990. Two years later he returred to South

NP Parliamentarians Resign as Spokesmen

MPs, Messrs Andre Fourie, Piet Marais, and Dr. Fran- 
cois Jacobz, no longer wish to hold party posititions as 
official chief spokesmen for the NP. 


Mr. Fourie, considered a leader in the more conservative 
wing of the NP, has resigned as party chief spokesman 
for land affairs, due to dissatisfaction with the party’s 
handling of land affairs legislation. His place is being 
taken by Mr. Andries Beyers. 


Mr. Marais, chief spokesman on education, indicated 
that he wished to be relieved of his duties. Dr. Jacobz 
resigned as chief spokesman on tourism. It is believed he 
has too many other responsibilities. Mr. Nick Koornhof, 
MP, takes over from him. 


Both Mr. Fourie and Mr. Marais were ministers in 
the previous government. Dr. Jacobz played a key role 
in the formulation vi financial policy in the previous 
dispensation. 


Mr. Fourie’s resignation is linked to the NP handling 
of the legislation on developmental facilitation. "I have 
cleared the matter with Deputy President F. W. de 
Klerk,” Mr. Fourie said. He refused to elaborate on the 
reasons for his resignation. The legislation was adopted 
shortly before Parliament's adjournment. 


RAPPORT was told by NP sources that several NP MPs 
voted against the legislation and are unhappy with it 
as it contains measures on development of residential 
areas which prohibits market forces determining land 
prices. Some MPs said they supported the legislation 
because they wanted to speed up the development 
for disadvantaged persons. However, the manner in 
which land will be made available to the disadvantaged 
remains a source of concern. In its original form, the 
legislation contained no curbs to uncontrolled squatting, 
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and this could lead to low-cost houses being established 
alongside high-cost houses.

Other speakers emphasised perceived shortcomings in 
existing housing policy and called for far-reaching 
changes that could hasten housing provision. 


Developers’ spokesman Rod MacGillivray said many 
were withdrawing from the housing market because 
of uncertainty about housing policy and the inability 
of previncial governments to handle the administration 
involved in housing development. 


Without developers, the government would have to 
provide low-cost housing, MacGillivray said. "If the 
private sector pulls out, government will b? forced to 
take over, and as we have seen in the past both here 
and internationally, they will not do a good job,” he 
said. 


National Housing Board chaitman Ishmael Mkhabela 
said housing provision would take time. "We are starting 
something amazing, and this takes time," he said. 


He also stressed the need for proper communication 
with the general public who were largely ignorant of 
the complex housing subsidy systems. 


Standard Bank housing spokesman Bob Tucker said 
most homeless people were not able to afford housing 
in terms of present policy. "I urge that we focus our 
energies on the real crisis, which is the large number 
of households which for the foreseeable future will 
not be able to afford self-standing dwellings,” he told 
delegates.

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Parties’ Election Campaign Material Analyzed

of competing choices, slogans and acronyms in the run- 
up to local government elections on November 1. Party 
political manifestos have been fine-tuned to appeal to 
voters across the spectrum. In the manifestos there is 
something for everybody — but what is in them for 
you? 


The first general point about the manifestos is the 
extent to which they tend to reinforce the racial mould 
of South African politics. In their largely sectoral 
appeals, the party manifestos suggest that racial factors 
— graphically depicted in the contrast between leafy 
suburb and dusty township — remain as pervasive as 
they were in the last occasion South Africans voted in 
national and provincial elections on April 27 last year. 


The failure to cast party appeals in terms that are 
aggressively nonracial (with the possible exception 
of the ANC for whom non-racialism is a mantra) 
Suggests that the racial make-up of the electorate is still 
considered to be the major, if not the overwhelming, 
factor in deciding how people will vote. 


It is especially in the way the different parties use 
the concept of "community" that one can identify the 
persistence of race in South African politics. 


The Pan Africanist Congress [PAC], which occupies 
a position at the extreme end of the party political 
spectrum asks bluntly: "We are on the side of Africans, 
which side are you on?" 


Like the other parties, the PAC supports "community 
empowerment" but it sees the "Community" as the 
congregation of "local people" as opposed to "outside 


people". 


The ANC similarly places a high premium on the value 
of "communities", arguing that "communities are ready 
to take control over their own lives". It does not define 
the community but the emphasis on deprivation suggests 
a primary focus on black communities. And the ANC 
sees a role for communities to the extent that they 
“share with government the responsibility to bring about 
change and manage their daily lives". 


While the PAC option proposes the primacy of local 
communities in decisions, the ANC lays more stress 
on community cooperation with national and provincial 
levels of government. Both parties, in the importance 
they attach to "upliftment", appear to suggest that it is 
the disadvantaged communities which are the focus of 
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their campaigns. The IFP (Inkatha Freedom Party] man- 
ifesto argues that "local communities must have a say 
in schooling, clinics and particularly policing in their 
area". Both the PAC and the ANC invoke the commu- 
nity as the beneficiary and agent of transformation. 


The NP [National Party), the DP [Democratic Party] 
and the Freedom Front [FF] also argue for community 
involvement, but the stress on upliftment and transfor- 
mation is replaced by a stress on preservation and the 
upholding of standards. How much room this approach 
leaves for redistribution between rich and poor areas 
will be judged by the voters themselves. 


While the mostly-white parties argue that their message 
applies to all communities, their emphasis on local crime 
reduction efforts, equal payment for equal services and 
extreme forms of devolution by way of "community 
councils" (FF) and "cultural or ward councils" (NP) 
Suggests attempts to promote these organs as bulwarks 
against the radical change proposed by the ANC and 
the PAC. 


Conservative platforms like the privatisation of munic- 
ipal services, local police forces and cultural determi- 
nation appear to be pitched at the white and Afrikaner 
community and the conservative sectors of other race 
communities. 


Another major difference between the parties relates 
to how they view the democratisation process that has 
unfolded thus far. In this respect the Government of 
National Unity parties, in particular the NP and the 
ANC, have the most to lose from the perception that a 
vote for either of these two parties last year was wasted 
and that more radical choices are necessary now. 


The ANC attempts a straightforward approach to the 
conundrum, saying of its period in office "we are proud 
of our achievements, but the ANC is honest enough to 
acknowledge that we could have done more. Official 
red tape slowed down progress in some cases". 


The NP similarly takes a cautious approach, arguing that 
while it supports the Reconstruction and Development 
Programme [RDP], the RDP’s implementation has been 
jeopardised by "infighting" between ANC Cabinet Min- 
isters and an inability to deliver. 


By contrast, the PAC argues bluntly: "Last year our 
people voted for the removal of apartheid: Yet the 
removal itself did not mean the betterment of lives of 


our people." 


What are the parties offering? The ANC makes a broad 
appeal to voters, saying local government will give local 
communities the "power to work with the ANC-led 
government to make the RDP work for them. Through 
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local councils, communities will ‘decide on’ delivery of 
water, Sanitation, streets, schools, housing, clinics and 
rubbish removal". As to who will pay, the ANC says 
"democratic local councils will make sure there is a 
system of fair rents and services for everyone". 


The NP argues that the ANC has encouraged a "culture 
of entitlement" which it wants to replace with a "culture 
of empowerment". The role of the State is limited to 
helping people become self-sufficient. 


The DP has as its major themes crime-fighting and 
a “fair deal programme" which includes strong action 
against defaulters who do not pay for their services and 
"repayable lifeline tariffs" for those who cannot afford 
services. 


The FF sees the need for FF and Afrikaner involvement 
in a constructive way in local government, similar to 
the way the party operates at national level. The FF 
accepts that the ANC will control most towns after 
the elections but says its presence will help promote 
Afrikaner interests. 


The IFP wants a "property tax based on a uniform tax 
base" to fund the activities it would like to deliver to 
local communities. Services have to be paid for but 
essential minimum services should be provided for a 
nominal fec. 


Job creation is emphasised by all the parties. 


What none of the parties do is spell out the scale of 
changes that might be expected in the daily lives of 
those communities whose vote they are soliciting. With 
the possible exception of the ANC, the parties appear to 
be promising overmuch on behalf of local government. 


Whether local government is up to making good its 
promises made now remains to be seen. 


Deportation of Illegal Aliens To Continue

partment of Home Affairs said on Friday [29 Septem- 
ber] in reaction to President Nelson Mandela’s promise 
to slow down the deportation of such immigrants from 
Mozambique. 


In a statement in Pretoria the department said the re- 
moval of illegal immigrants from South Africa was al- 
ready taking place at a rate slower than was justifiable.

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grants from his country. Chissano said his country was 
unable to cope with the large numbers being sent home. 


The department said it had taken notice of reports in 
this regard, adding that it had empathy with the situa- 
tion in Mozambique and other neighbouring countries. 
"It should be pointed out that the removal of illegal im- 
migrants from South Africa is at present already taking 
place at a rate much slower than is justifiable, taking into 
consideration the number of illegal immigrants presently 
within the borders of our country and the existing man- 
power to perform the task." 


Whether the present rate should be maintained or 
decreased was a matter that needed clarification, the 
department said. This would be done as soon as 
possible. "There can, however, be no doubt as to the 
continued removal of illegals, as failure would be 
contrary to existing legislation." South Africa had in the 
first seven months of this year returned 60,512 illegal 
Mozambican immigrants, according to the department. 


Researchers Say Population Growth Overestimated

growth has been overestimated and fears of a massive 
future demand for jobs and services are unfounded, 
according to research by the Centre for Development 
and Enterprise. 


The study pegs South Africa’s population at 53 million 
in the year 2010, a 7-million reduction from previous 
estimates of 60-million. 


According to the study’s co-ordinators, Ann Bernstein 
and Jeff McCarthy, the birth rate is falling faster than 
policymakers expected. 


Demographers concluded in the study that the fertility 
rate among blacks is declining, a finding which stands 
in direct contradiction to figures compiled in 1980. 


"It seems blacks have achieved an equivalent decline of 
births in a shorter period than it previously took whites," 
says the study, which adds how "patently wrong" the 
notion is that blacks have some permanent "cultural" 
disposition towards large families. 


It appears too that the level of urbanisation will be 5- 
million less than it is now by the year 2000 and 8.5- 
million less by 2010. 


"The demands for jobs, services and infrastructure in 
metropolitan areas, cities and large towns will still be 
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large, but will develop at a smaller rate than it has been 
thought," the study claims. 


"In many respects this is a fortunate conclusion to have 
reached. Despite considerable recent effort, the rate of 
delivery of urban housing, jobs and services has not 
kept pace with the current population. Current projec- 
tions make the metropolitan development challenge as 
essential as ever but also make it appear more manage- 
able," says the study. 


It does not, however, rule out the possibility that this 
slower metropolitan growth may be a temporary respite. 


"Decision-makers should therefore see it as such — 
for now — and take advantage of this while it lasts," 
conclude the demographers.

[FBIS Translated Text] The Angolan Government 
would like to see a more transparent management of 
public affairs at work. It would like to see efficiency 
and good management criteria at work. I believe that if 
we act in this way, we can make good use of the few 
resources we have to resolve some of our country’s 
biggest problems. We have coordination problems. In 
principle, there should be regular meetings involving 
the Council of Ministers’ Regional and Local Affairs 
Commission. Unfortunately, such meetings have not 
taken place in a long time. 


Perhaps because of that, provincial governments are 
under pressure to make direct contacts, thereby going 
over the heads of the proper authorities. I can give 
you the example of the State Administration Ministry, 
the body with which the government communicates in 
connection with provincial affairs. Until recently, we 
also had the State Administration Ministry Regional 
and Local Affairs Commission, which was chaired 
by the prime minister. We do not want to let those 
structures become outdated, but neither must we allow 
this situation to get worse and worse. 


It was with great astonishment that I learned in Belgium 
that the national currency suffered a devaluation in 
excess of 100 percent. This measure is not part of 
the 20 measures recently approved by the Standing 
Commission. At :irst sight, the impression might well be 
that the president is not being serious, that he meets with 
economic agents and the proper government authorities 
to discuss moves to offset the people’s difficulties, only 
to promptly follow a different course of action. 


In view of the fact that we have long adopted the 
rules of transparency, good public affairs management, 
and efficiency, I believe it is my duty to inform the 
public that this measure caught me by surprise, just 
as it ad all other Angolan citizens. This measure 
will have a tremendous impact on our economy and 
our people’s lives. Devaluation must certainly have 
been implemented by the proper government authorities 
in line with existing legal documents, but I was not 
consulted beforehand nor was anybody kind enough to 
apprise me of the measure that was about to be adopted. 
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When the left hand does not know what the right hand 
is doing, the Angolan Government’s prestige is bound 
to suffer. We must act rapidly to deal with this problem. 
We cannot expect to have institutional solidarity when 
all those answerable for the implementation of certain 
measures are not informed of their adoption, or of the 
impact they are likely to have on people’s lives, partic- 
ularly when it is well known that political responsibili- 
lies accrue to political bodies given powers to discharge 
those duties in terms of the Constitution.

Masire: People ‘Spoiled’ by Government Handouts

Botswana, recognised as one of southern Africa’s most 
stable countries, experienced high growth in its diamond 
industry after 1969. By 1982, Botswana, previously 
a nation of cattle farmers, was the world’s largest 
producer of diamonds outside Russia. In 1994, diamond 
revenue was U.S.$1.4 billion, showing no increase on 
the earlier years of the decade or the last years of the 
eighties. In 1994/1995 the national budget recorded its 
first ever deficit.

Combo Hands Over Power to Opposition Leaders

a new turn. Captain Ayouba Combo, chairman of the 
Transitional Military Committee who took power in this 
archipelago, has just announced that he has handed over 
power to two civilians who are longstanding opponents 
to the toppled president, Said Mohamed Djohar.

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speech on radio Comoros, Capt. Combo said he has 
handed over the reins of power to Said Ali Kemal, leader 
of the Islands Fraternity and Unity Party (Chuma], and 
Mohamed Taki Abdulkarim, chairman of the National 
Union for Democracy in the Comoros [UNDC].

This decision comes at a time when France has decided 
to go from economic sanctions to military threats. Paris 
has, indeed, decided to send several warships to the 
Comoros in order to try to make the French mercenary, 
Bob Denard, and his companions leave the archipelago 
voluntarily. Four warships are already in a state of 
alert in the region. As you know, France has troops 
in Djibouti, Mayotte, and Reunion, notably legionnaires 
and paratroops. 


Has this measure softened the position of the coup 
plotters? One cannot affirm this since Capt. Combo has 
already announced his intention to hand power over 
to civilians. This was, indeed, what he told Mohamed 
Issoufou Saliou:

[Combo] Yes, yes. They are UCP-Udzima, the National 
Union for Democracy in the Comoros, and the Chuma. 


[Saliou] Well, Captain, how is President Said Mohamed 
Djohar today? 


[Combo] He’s in good health. He undergoes medical 
checkups everyday. 
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[Saliou] Can he receive visitors? 
[Combo] His wife visits him from time to time. 
[Saliou) And when do you hope to release him? 


[Combo] That depends on the civilians — the govern- 
ment of national union. 


[Saliou] What has become of Bob Denard in this entire 
affair? What do you intend to make of him? 


[Combo] We cannot do anything for him because he is 
living normally in the Comoros, and he is Comoran. He 
has a Comoran wife, Comoran children, and a Comoran 
passport.

Leite then said that though the government has made a 
"big effort," it is "not enough.” He proceeded to list the 
problem areas:

— Liquid credit to the government has not been 
complied with, but the scenario will become complete 
only when some monetary data for June becomes 
available. At any rate, it will not change the reading 
made so far; 


— The government should have paid about 60 million 
contos to the banking system to strengthen the econ- 
omy’s resources.

— Not as many balancing items were generated as had 
been expected.

— There is a lack of coordination between the Bank of 
Mozambique and the Treasury Department; 


— Liquid international reserves were underachieved by

I even 
called Koromah who is presently in Conakry, Guinea, 
and complained about it and he said that the boys were 
doing things that he did not authorize and that he would 
order them to disengage. 


[White] How did you know that it was Koromah’s 
people who are attacking? 


[Taylor] That is from the direction and that he is the 
only one in the direction where the attack came from. 


[White] How many people attacked? 


[Taylor] Well, I would suppose, based on the volume 
of fire and the type of equipment, it could have been 
anywhere from between 100 to 150 people, probably 
less, but there was very heavy artillery used, mortars, 
RPG — rocket propelled grenades — and a lot of fire 
power from maybe light rifles and other things, but at the 
time it was launched, it was a very bad hour. There are 
lots of wounded people, stray bullets flying all over the 
place and Gbarnga had become very crowded because 
lots of people have returned home from Ivory Coast and 
Guinea.

[Taylor] Yes, there is still fighting going on in Gbarnga 
and we are going to be checking after it dies down. 
We have taken most of the areas back, but I have 
complained to the chairman of ECOWAS [Economic 
Community of West African States].

[Taylor] No, no, as a matter of fact, my aides, along with 
the ECOMOG contingency, asked me to leave because 
it was in the heat of the night and so I drove out about 
3 miles outside of Gbarnga until things were in a pretty

sent my aides back in as the fighting continues. I tried 
my best to make sure that all of the ECOMOG soldiers 
were safe because they are not a fighting unit. They are 
only a VIP unit and they are not equipped to fight. So, 
I had to also think about their safety and welfare and I 
made sure that they were all evacuated and accounted 
for and because I have to travel, I would be having them 
wait until I return. 


[White] When must you be going back to Gbarnga? 


{Taylor} Well, I am going to see the chairman in the next 
day or two and then, I will be right back in Gbarnga 
and on back in Monrovia hopefully. I do not want to see 


this process stopped. If we want to return to the days 
of war, the NPFL is fully capable. I do not see that in 
the cards. I see the peace process. This is why I went to 
Monrovia and the Liberian people expect a lot of me and 
us in total. And so, for someone to, without provocation, 
come and attack my headquarters while I am in town 
and Alhaji Koromah is in Guinea — we have been in 
contact by telephone — it is most unfortunate, but it is 
blatant and I think (?frustrates) the peace process. 


[White] Why should he do that? I mean, why should 
we believe you and not him? 


[Taylor] Well, call him. If I know about it ... [Taylor 
pauses] I would like to know why he would do this, but 
you know, that is Koromah alright. You cannot believe 
whatever he says. [end recording] 


(Mensah] The NPFL leader, Charles Taylor. In fact, just 
over an hour ago, we had a call from Alhaji Koromah 
who is in Conakry, wanting to respond to these NPFL 
claims. Elizabeth Ohene asked him if ULIMO forces 
had actually attacked Gbarnga?

Military Tribunal Convicts 43 Alleged Coupists

[Editorial Report] Lagos NTA Television Network in 
English at 2100 GMT on 1 October carries a special 
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program captioned: "The 1995 coup plot against the 
Federal Military Government of Nigeria." 


Following a display of the Nigerian coat of arms, an 
unidentified announcer gives the background to the coup 
plot. He says that following the uncovering of a coup 
plot in February 1995, some service and retired officers 
as well as civilians were arrested. A special investigation 
panel was set up to investigate the plot. At the end of its 
assignment, the panel recommended 52 people for trial. 
Five persons, who are at large, were declared wanted. 


A special military tribunal was set up to try the people. 
Those tried are in four categories: the principal actors; 
those who were aware of the conspiracy but failed to 
report it; those who assisted the suspects in one way or 
the other; and those charged with other offenses. 


The announcer gives details on the principal actors: 


Ex-Major Akinloye Akinyemi: "On Ex-Maj. Akinloye 
Akinyemi," the announcer says "his immediate past 
military history which led to his exit from the Nigerian 
Army is instructive. In October 1987, Ex- Maj. Akinloye 
Akinyemi was tried by a special military tribunal headed 
by Lieutenant General D.O. Diya, then a brigadier 
general on charges of treason, and was found guilty 
of a lesser offense. The tribunal sentenced him to 10 
years imprisonment. The Armed Forces Ruling Council 
reduced the sentence to five years imprisonment. Ex- 
Maj. Akinloye Akinyemi was released from prison 
about 12 October 1992, after completing his term 
of imprisonment. Soon after his release from prison, 
Ex-Maj. Akinloye Akinyemi set about planning to 
overthrow the Federal Military Government of Nigeria." 


Great Ogboru: He is described as a "fugitive business 
tycoon implicated in the 1990 coup" who in August 
1994 "sent a fellow fugitive, one Lieutenant Colonel 
Tony Nyam, who had been dismissed from the Army" 
for involvement in the 1990 coup, "to Cotonou, Benin 
Republic" to meet and hold discussions with Ex-Maj. 
Akinloye Akinyemi. "Their discussion focussed on what 
steps to be taken to achieve their objective. They 
decided that the only solution was to overthrow the 
Government of Nigeria." 


The announcer says the concept of the plotters was “to 
seize weapons and ammunition from military installa- 
tions using officers and soldiers in the various divisions. 
They were to also seize weapons from security person- 
nel where possible, as well as import arms and ammuni- 
tion from abroad. Mr. Great Ogboru was to finance the 
purchase of the arms and the coup plot." The announcer 
adds that the "support was not received" however, “be- 
cause Mr. Ogboru got involved in a court case in Britain 
which tied up his money." 
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To achieve the plan of "overthrowing the Federal Mil- 
itary Government by force, Ex-Maj. Akinyemi carried 
out reconnaissance of a proposed training area at Igbeju 
Leki along Lagos-Ekpe road. This was in line with" the 
coup plotters’ "plan to train a paramilitary outfit under 
the cover of a security company to operate as guerrillas. 
The recruits were to dress in white cassocks during the 
day like religious groups in order to deceive security 
agents, and to conduct training exercises at night." 


Ex-Maj. Akinyemi then "identified and selected 
military-cum-strategic targets to be either taken over 
or destroyed, as well as weapons and the troops to 
be used during the execution of the coup d'etat.” He 
"divided the country into seven sectors as shown in 
the documents recovered from him. These are: Lagos, 
Ibadan, Benin, Enugu, Jos, Abuja, and Port Harcourt 
sectors." 


Ex-Maj. Akinyemi also earmarked the following "strate- 
gic targets" for takeover: "Lagos sector — Radio Nige- 
ria, Mobile Police Unit of Nigeria Police Force, Okada 
Mission, a codename for Murtala Muhammad Interna- 
tional Airport, and Com-Mission, a codename for Ni- 
tel. In Ibadan sector, the Niger Bridge in Jebba, and 
Ibadan Airport were to be destroyed; in Enugu sector, 
Ex-Maj. Akinyemi planned to take over the Enugu and 
Owerri Airports, as well as Radio Nigeria, Enugu; under 
Abuja sector, Radio Nigeria-Kaduna, and Nitel locations 
in Kaduna and Abuja were to be taken over. Ex-Maj. 
Akinyemi recruited and assigned Retired Lt. Col. M.A. 
Ajayi to command the Ibadan sector." The "feasibility 
and effects of blowing major bridges" was also envis- 
aged. 


Ex-Maj. Akinyemi and Lt. Col. Nyam reviewed the op- 
erational plan, which included appointments in key gov- 
ernment positions in Cotonou. Following the Cotonou 
meeting, Akinyemi was involved in a car accident. After 
he was discharged from hospital he undertook a recruit- 
ment bid until his arrest. 


Colonels R.S.B. Bello Fadile and Lawan Gwadabe: 
"The plot involving colonels R.S.B. Bello Fadile and 
Lawan Gwadabe was initiated by Retired Lt. Col. 
Sambo Dasuki at the instance of Retired Major General 
Shehu Musa Yar’Adua.” The announcer adds: "When 
Lt. Col. Sambo Dasuki was retired along with some 
Officers in November 1993, Retired Maj. Gen. Shehu 
Yar'Adua immediately invited him and demanded to 
know why he was retired. During their meeting, they 
discussed the Federal Military Government under the 
leadership of General Sani Abacha and concluded that 
Steps must be taken to remove the government." 


Retired Lt. Col. Dasuki then “contacted his close as- 
sociates still in service, especially those who had im- 
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mensely benefited from him. These officers include Col. 
R.S.B. Bello Fadile, Col. G.A. Ajayi, Lt. Col. Kaphas 
Happy Bulus who, he thought, would be useful in the 
plan to overthrow the Federal Military Government of 
Nigeria." 

After laying out "a perfect foundation for the plot, 
Retired Lt. Col. Dasuki moved his base to Washington 
DC, United States, where he was coordinating the 
development of the plot. He invited and sponsored Col. 
Bello Fadile to the United States where they coordinated 
all the plans. In furtherance of the plot, Col. Bello Fadile 
travelled extensively to recruit more officers. In August 
1994, he went to Kaduna where he had discussions with 
Lt. Col. Bulus at Nigerian Defense Academy, and Lt. 
Col. D.A.D. Usman at the headquarters of 1 Mechanized 
Division." 

The announcer adds that Col. Fadile asked Usman 
to contact ex-President Babangida’s presidential body- 
guard, which he intended to use in storming the pres- 
idential villa. Col. Fadile also held a meeting with 
Colonel Oloruntoba at the Jaji Staff College to inform 
him of the plan. Col. Oloruntoba was charged with fur- 
nishing Fadile with the state of armed personne! carriers 
and other equipment at the 1 Mechanized Division Base 
Workshop which would be used in carrying out the plot. 


On financing the plot, the announcer says "Col. Gwad- 
abe undertook to provide money for the immediate re- 
quirements of the plotters. Col. Gwadabe and Col. Bello 
Fadile considered various options on how to carry out 
the plot which were as follows: 


"A. The assassination of Gen. Sani Abacha, the head of 
state, commander in chief of the Armed Forces of the 
Federal Republic of Nigeria using explosives or snipers 
at the Salah Praying Ground on 1 March 1995 during 
the ‘Id al-Fitr; 


"B. To storm the presidential villa, Aso Rock, Abuja, 
using former presidential bodyguard. Col. Bello Fadile 
Claimed the Americans had provided him with the 
detailed layout of the villa; 


"C. The arrest of general officers commanding those 
Officers they termed crack colonels; 


"D. The elimination of officers of the Armed Forces of 
the rank of brigadier general and above; 


"E. The use of some senior retired Army officers to gain 
credibility for their government but to discard them as 
soon as the situation stabilized." 


The announcer says upon the instructions of Lt. Col. 
Dasuki, Fadile met Retired Maj. Gen. Yar’Adua and 
informed him of the plans. He also met the former head 
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of state, General Olusegun Obasanjo, at his Otta farm. 
"Col. Bello Fadile informed Gen. Obasanjo about their 
plans and explained that they intended to weave the 
political committee which was a component of their 
conceived administration around him. Gen. Olusegun 
Obasanjo in turn informed Col. Bello Fadile about his 
impending travel abroad, and asked him to see him on 
his return from his overseas trip. The final coordinating 
conference for the coup plot was planned to take place 
at Enugu during the Nigerian Army law seminar on 15 
February 1995. The coordinating conference, however, 
could not hold due to the absence of some key actors." 


The announcer states further that "some people have 
also been convicted on charges of being accessories 
after the fact to treason" notably "Alhaji Sanusi Mato, 
Mrs. Chris Anyanwu, and Dr. Beko Ransome-Kuti." 


"Upon the arrest and detention of Col. Lawan Gwad- 
abe in Jos, his cousin, Alhaji Sanusi Mato, made ar- 
rangements to facilitate Col. Lawan Gwadabe’s escape 
from the country. To this effect, Alhaji Sanusi Mato 
contacted a lot of Col. Gwadabe’s friends within and 
outside the country for all possible assistance. He also 
travelled to Ycla to bring Col. Gwadabe’s ready-packed 
escape bag." 


He adds: "In spite of the sensitivity and security impli- 
cation of the situation, some journalists and publishers 
printed some misleading stories aimed at inciting the 
public against the Federal Military Government of Nige- 
ria. Some of the publications portrayed the government 
as making up the coup story. While Col. Lawan Gwad- 
abe was in detention, he sent Alhaji Sanusi Mato to Mrs. 
Chris Anyanwu, the editor in chief of TS-M, a weekly 
magazine with directives that articles be published to 
drum up public sympathy for him." The announcer says 
"it is pertinent to note that Col. Lawan Gwadabe is a 
friend and business partner to Mrs. Chris Anyanwu, as 
well as a founding shareholder of Zest News Limited, 
publishers of TS-M weekly magazine." 


In regard to Dr. Beko Ransome-Kuti, the announcer 
says he hid "under the umbrella of the Campaign for 
Democracy and Committee for Human Rights, illegally 
obtained sensitive documents pertaining to the coup 
trials which he faxed abroad to his collaborators in 
the UK and the United States in order to subvert and 
blackmail the Federal Military Government." 


On the nature of the trial, the announcer says: “Like 
in previous cases since 1976, the accused were tried 
under the Treason and Other Offenses, Special Military 
Tribunal Decree No. 8 of 1976, which was enacted 
under the Obasanjo-Yar’Adua regime. However, this 
decree was amended by Decrees 1 and 3 of 1986 to 
give a longer period of appeal by the convicts, and 
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consideration by the confirming authorities. The quality 
of the investigation at the special investigation panel, 
and of the trials at the Special Military Tribunal, both 
in honesty of purpose and judicial professionalism, are 
comparable to legal standards anywhere in the world." 


Finally, the annouicer says "the Special Military Tri- 
bunal has since concluded the trials. Nine people were 
discharged." 


On the charges he says: "Forty-three were convicted as 
follows: 


"Fourteen were convicted for conspiracy and treason. 
They are: Maj. Gen. M.S. Yar’Adua (rtd), Col. R.S. 
Bello-Fadile, Col. Lawan Gwadabe, Col. O. Oloruntoba, 
Col. E. Ndubueze, Col. R.N. Emokpae, Col. G.A. Ajayi, 
Lt. Col. M.A. Ajayi (rtd), Lt. Col. K.H. Bulus, Lt. 
Col. M.A. Igwe, Lt. Col. §.E. Oyewole, Ex-Maj. A. 
Akinyemi, Maj. E.O. Obalisa, and Navy Lieutenant A. 
Olowokere. 


"Four were convicted for concealment of treason. They 
are: Gen. Olusegun Obasanjo, Lt. Col. R.D. Obiki, 
Lt. Col. $.B. Mapayiega, and Miss Queenette Lewis- 
Alagoa. 


"Another 14 were convicted for accessories after the fact 
to treason. They are: Navy Commander L.M.O. Fabiyi, 
Captain M.A. Ibrahim, Second Lieutenant R. Emovhe, 
Staff Sergeant P. Osikpeko, Alhaji Sanusi Mato, Mr. 
Felix Nda Maigida, Mrs. Chris Anyanwu, Mr. Ben 
Charles Obi, Mr. George Mba, Mr. Kunle Ajibade, Mr. 
Moses Ayegba, Miss Rebecca Ikpe, Dr. Beko Ransome- 
Kuti, and Mallam Shehu Sani. 


"The 11 convicted for other offenses are Colonel 
Olu Craig, Lieutenant Colonel E.O. Nyong, Lieutenant 
Colonel C.P. Izorgu, Lieutenant Colonel D.A.D. Us- 
man, Lieutenant Colonel V.O. Bamgbose, Major I.O. 
Ede, Captain A.A. Ogunsuyi, Corporal Godspower Ig- 
bionovia, Lance Corporal Joseph Onweh, Mr. Julius 
Badejo, and Mr. Matthew Popoola." 


Finally, the announcer says "the report and record of 
proceedings of the Special Military Tribunal have been 
submitted to the Provisional Ruling Council, the highest 
decision-making body in Nigeria for consideration." 


Thousands Back Democracy Transition Plan

sands of people rallied in Nigeria’s northern Kano state 
Monday [2 October] in support of a three-year transi- 
tion to civilian rule announced by the country’s military 
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rulers, demonstrators told AFP. The rally, which ob- 
servers said looked stage-managed, was the first public 
show of solidarity with Nigerian head of state General 
Sani Abacha, who comes from Kano state. 


Former civilian deputy state governor Ibrahim Bibi 
Farouk said it was held as a show of support for 
Abacha’s transition programme toward a democratically 
elected civilian president on October 1 1998. 


In a nationwide broadcast to mark Nigeria’s 35th 
independence celebration on Sunday, Abacha also said 
six key posts would rotate between six new regions set 
up by the regime. 


Top government officials and traditional and religious 
leaders in Kano also took part in the rally which 
ended at the offices of the state’s administrator, Colonel 
Mohammed Wase. 


The leaders of the Yoruba and Ibo ethnic communities 
in the state addressed the rally in favour of the transition 
schedule and Bibi Farouk read a goodwill message 
which Wase promised to transmit to Abacha. 
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"Your solidarity march is an indication that Nigeri- 
ans are solidly behind the administration because Kano 
(Nigeria’s second biggest commercial center after La- 
gos) is a mini-Nigeria and whatever takes place in Kano 
affects the whole country," Colonel Wase said.
